Outlets (RGOs) in Los Angeles County during the second permit term (1996-2000), evaluated in the 
Sacramento County Gasoline Stations BMP Study (1992-1994) and identified in the Storm Water Quality 
Task Force RGO BMP Guide. The LA County BMP Study evaluated equivalent source control BMPs 
between 1999 and 2000 at automotive service facilities and found no significant reduction in pollutants. 
The Sacramento County BMP Study found that storm water runoff quality was not significantly improved 
after the implementation of source control BMPs.
